My husbend is 68, end was forced to retire from the 
work force at the end of 1974 because of strokes which 
left him with impaired speech and comprehension. 
Because of his condition I, also, had to grestly 
reduce my own employment. I am 58. This condition 
means that our income is very much reduced. 


We do not even qualify for the GAINS plen to bring our 
below-par income up to the minimum under the GAINS 
plen, simply because I happen to be under 65 yeers of 
ege.- That, however, is another story and one which 
is not under your jurisdiction. 


My purpose is to tell you all this in order to point 
out the advantege it would be to me if I could slss 
enjoy free trensportation on Mississauga'’s buses. 
People in our situation have to provide money for 
verious expenses, including bus fares, even though 
their incomes have been grossly reduced. 
I would appreciate it if you would rive this appeel 
your consideration.

Both Canadian General Electric and International Aeradio 
submitted proposals based directly upon the tender 
s2 specifications, which called for coverage of the defined 


area at a minimm of 3 microvolts received signal strength 
and a selective calling between dispatcher and mobiles, while 
Motorola based its submission on a single base/repeater site 
providing reduced area coverage and sub-audible continuous 
tone coded signalling rather than selective calling. Because 
of the considerable difference in the systems offered, direct 
camparisons either on the basis of the system configurations 
or on the basis of published bid prices, was not immediately 
possible. It was, therefore, necessary to consider 
carefully the issue of the coverage area required in the 
initial system and whether selective calling between base 
and mobiles would benefit the operation of Mississauga Transit, 
and make our evaluation according to an agreed system 
configuration.

Through internal discussions with Transit Staff and meetings 
with the three bidders, the following decisions were made 
regarding the preferred system configurations: 


a 


For the purposes of the initial voice radio system, 

lower received signal strengths than 3 microvolts would 
probably be acceptable in the fringe areas of Mississauga ~ 
provided that readability was maintained. However, 
because of the likelihood of poor reception in areas 
such as Streetsville and Malton (which are both served 
by Mississauga Transit) due to the rising ground elevation 
and shadowing caused by undulating terrain, it was deemed 
advisable to ensure reception from mobile units that 
might be located in these areas. A satellite base 
(transmit/receive) unit or satellite receiver unit 
located in the Bramalea vicinity was, therefore, considered 
a requirement. 

The advantages of selective calling between dispatch 
centre and mobile units over a system using sub-audible 
continuous tone signalling was not deemed to be sufficient 
to justify expenditure on selective calling encoders 

and decoders. In fact, all three bidders strongly indicated 
that Mississauga Transit should consider the sub-auidible 
tone signalling system, which provides same degree of 
privacy between dispatcher and individual units paged, 
rather than selective calling which would in any case 
became obsolete once data transmission is introduced in 
the Mississauga Transit communications system. It was, 
therefore, decided to opt for sub-audible continucus tone 
signalling and to delete the selective calling encoders 
and decoders from the tender bids, making the appropriate 
cost reductions for mobile and base equipment. ‘These 
reduced costs, relating to the General Electric and 
International Aeradio bids, were confirmed by letters

from each bidder addressed to the Transit Manager. Since the 
initial submission by Motorola was based on the use of 
sub-audible tone signalling, no adjustment to the Motorola 
figures were necessary, except for the addition of the optional 
two satellite receiver stations required to provide for full 
area coverage.

Revised bid prices were calculated on the basis of a commmni- 
cations system providing full area coverage using sub-audible 
tone signalling rather than selective calling. Four separate 
system prices are provided, since one manufacturer, Canadian 
General Electric, submitted a proposal which offered an 
alternative mobile unit to that included in the primary 
proposal. The total calculated bid prices for supply and 
installation of the entire commmications system of 135 
mobile units and appropriate base/repeater and satellite 
stations are as follows:

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Dime Day - Effect on Mississauga Transit Ridership 
at the Shopping Malls. 


Mississauga Transit requested the Transportation 
Division to monitor the effect of a market promotion 
on Saturday transit ridership. 


The Transportation Division hired 9 students from 
Sheridan College to undertake the field survey. 
These students were selected and instructed by the 
Professional Staff of the Transportation Division 
and supervised by the two Waterloo University stu- 
dents who serve as technicians on our staff. 


The three malls had varying degrees of promotion 
for Dime Day. The merchants at Square One had the 
most significant promotions, which resulted in an 
increase of 25% in the auto trips to the mall on 
that day. If the effect of this promotion is re- 
moved from the change in transit ridership, then 
the increase in ridership at all three malls, due 
to the transit promotion is between 20% and 30%. 


Ridership increased by 50% at Square One, 27% at 
Sheridan Mall and 20% at Westwood Mall. Route #3, 
Bloor Street at Square One is the only bus route 
with sufficient ridership to require additional 
service between 11:00 a.m. and 5:00 p.m. on Satur- 
days before Christmas.

Introduction 


To publicize the introduction of route and schedule 
changes and the addition of new transit vehicles, Mississauga 
Transit decided to reduce their bus fares on all routes to a 
dime on Friday, October 24; Saturday, October 25; and Sunday, 
October 26, 1975. A spesial fare of $1.10 per family was also 


part of the programme. 


Purpose 


The purpose of the survey is to assess the impact 
of the reduced fare on the transit ridership at the three major 
Shopping Centres, namely, Square One, Sheridan Mall and Westwood 
Mall. 


It is hoped that among other things, the findings of 
the survey will provide some measure of the potential ridership 
on individual routes, which in turn will help in preparing to 
cope with the increases in the ridership at the shopping malls 


for the pre-Christmas shopping season. 


Survey 


The transit ridership survey was conducted on two 
consecutive Saturdays, October 25, 1975, one of the “Dime Day” 
and November 1, 1975, a normal fare day (i.e., 35¢ per ride for 
adults and 15¢ for students).

The reason for conducting the survey on the 
“normal” Saturday was to obtain data for comparison with 
the “Dime Day” ridership. 


The survey was carried out between 9:00 a.m. and 
7:00 p.m. at the three malls. During this period the arrival 
times of each bus and the number of persons alighting or boarding 
the buses were recorded. 


The bus routes serving each shopping mall and their 
service headways are summarized as follows:

Summary of Conclusions 


Sguere One 


Square One bus terminal passenger counts showed that 
due to “Dime Day” special it cxperienced a significant rider- 


ship increase of 50%. 


Route #2 on Hurontario Street, showed 46% increase 
in ridership and between 11:30 a.m. and 3:30 p.m. all buses with 
53 seating capacity were carrying between 60 and 85 passengers 
per bus. On the other hand Route #14, which also operates on 
Hurontario Street was not as heavily utilized. This may be due 
to the fact that the public was not aware of the recent intro- 
duction of Route #14 on Hurontario Street, and consequently did 
not use it as an alternative to Route #2 to get to Square One. 
Hopefully, in time the usage of Route #2 and Route #14 will even 
out and it is hoped that during the pre-Christmas shopping period 
these two routes will serve the demand adequately. 


The next route with high potential, to attract in- 
creased pre-Christmas shoppers, appears to be Route #3 on Bloor 
Street. It is anticipated that during the Christmas shopping 
season this route will operate at full capacity and it is likely 
that at high shopping peaks it will require additional transit 
capacity between the high density residential development on 


Bloor Street and Square One shopping centre. 


Sheridan Mall 


The survey results indicate that only Route #1A and 
Route #14 showed an increase of more than 32% and 38% respectively. 
However, none of these routes require any additional transit 
capacity to serve the pre-Christmas shoppers intending to travel 
to Sheridan Mall shopping centre, as there seems to be enough 
spare capacity available on these routes to accommodate the an 


ticipated travel demand. 


Westwood Mall 


The highest increase in the transit ridership serving 
the Mall occurred on Route #7, which provides transit connection 
between Malton area and the rest of Mississauga via Dixie Road 


and terminates at the Long Branch Loop in Metropolitan Toronto. 


It is difficult to envisage the reasons behind this 
increase on Route #7, and it may be due to shopping trips to 
Square One or may be they were purely sichtseeing trips. What- 
ever the case, at this point it is not necessary to add any 
transit capacity on this route. 


Findings 


The data collected from the survey was summarized by 
individual routes on an hourly basis. The findings of the survey 
data and the conclusions drawn from them are discussed briefly 


for each shopping mall in the following. 
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SQUARE ONE 


This, being the largest (Regioral) Shopping Centre 
with a gross leasable area of 1,157,200 square feet and being 
served by six routes, obviously attracts the highest number of 
transit riders when compared to the other malls. 


The transit routes serving Square One are illustrated 
on Exhibit 2. 


It is worth noting that the ridership counts taken 
in June 1975, showed that 4,500 persons used the transit service 
to get to or leave from this shopping mall. The “Dime Day" 
counts showed the total (on and off) ridership as 7,666 persons, 
an increase of 3,157 riders or about 70%. While comparing the 
“Dime Day” counts with the November 1, 1975, (normal fare) 
counts (5,125 persons), it appeared that the increase amounted 
to 2,541 or about 50%. These results are indicative of the 
normal low transit ridership in (June) early summer and the 
November counts which perhaps include some of the early pre- 


Christmas shoppers. 


An hourly comparison between the "Dime Day” (October 
25, 1975) and the “Normal Fare" (November 1, 1975) total rider- 
ships is shown in the following Exhibit 3.

On an individual pasis, over the entire survey 
period, Route #9 showed the highest increase of 80 in- 
dicating the great potential to attract more rider. from 
Streetsville area, at least in the pre-Christmas shopping 
period. Route #3 had a significant increase of 56% indi- 
cating that this route also has potential of attracting 
additional riders to Square One. 


The following table lists the net ridership increase 


and percentage increases for each route.

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spaces. Due to the location it functions as a minor transit 
terminal, where a number of transit routes terminate and a 
considerable number of transfers are made between routes. The 
bus routes serving the Mall are tabulated in Exhibit 1 and are 
illustrated in Exhibit 7. 


The transit counts taken in June indicated a rider- 
ship of 1,189 alighting or boarding the buses at Sheridan Mall 
bus terminal. The “Dime Day" counts taken on October 25, 1975, 
showed an increase of 52% or a total ridership of about 1,800 
persons riding the buses serving Sheridan Mall, over the June 


counts. 


The total transit ridership at all three malls on the 
second Saturday, i.e., lst of November, is found to be 13% higher 
than the corresponding figure recorded on the 14th of June, 1975, 
which was also a Saturday. The difference is mainly due to 


seasonal variation and increasing transit usage. 


The overall increase in ridership on “Dime Day” as 
compared to the normal fare counts does not appear to be signif- 


icant. 


On an hourly basis the most significant increase in 
ridership appears to be between 11:00 a.m. and 1:00 p.m. An 
hourly comparison between the "Dime Day" (October 25, 1975) and 
the normal fare (November 1, 1975) is shown in Exhibit 8.

WESTWOOD MALL, MALTON 


This complex is the only major shopping facility 
for the 30,000 residents of the Malton area. It has a gross 
leasable floor area of 237,500 square feet with 1,200 parking 


spaces. 


Westwood Mall is terminal for all the local routes, 
and the route connecting with T.T.C. bus service and Islington 
Subway, which means that the transit riders requiring transfer 


to other routes have to pass through the Mall. 


The mini-route concept of transit service provides 


excellent market penetration in Malton. 
These transit routes are illustrated on Exhibit 12. 


The June counts showed that 1,893 persons used the 
bus system in terms of alighting or boarding a bus from the 
Mall. The “Dime Day” attracted 2,411 transit riders, a modest 


increase of 27% over the June counts. 


The November 1, 1975 counts taken with normal fare 
showed that 2,013 persons alighted or boarded buses within the 
duration of the survey. The "Dime Day” ridership of 2,411, 
as compared to the November normal fare counts, showed a very 


modest increase of 20%. 


The small increase of ridership on “Dime Day” perhaps 
indicates that a majority of the transit users in Malton *rea are 
captive riders and no matter what the fare structure, it will not 


be possible to attract any more riders onto the system. 
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An hourly comparison of the total ridership showed 
a very significant increase of 107% between the hours of 10:00 


a.m. and 11:00 a.m. 


An hourly comparison between the “Dime Day" ridership 
and normal fare ridership is shown in Exhibit 13.

On an individual route basis Route #7, which provides 
connection with Mississauga via Dixie Road, had the highest in- 
crease of 95%, and Route #12, which connects Malton with Isling- 
ton Subway Station, had an increase of 44%. Effects of the "Dime 
Day” special on the local mini bus routes was not significant since 
with excellent market penetration, normally the routes are al- 
ready utilized to the near maximum potential. Exhibit 14 lists 
the actual ridership increases and percentage increase experienced 
by individual routes.

DECISION OF THE BOARD delivered by S. S. SPEIGEL 


The Regional Municipality of Halton was created by 
the Regional Municipality Act 1973 (hereinafter refer: eu to 
as the Act). The Act delineates the boundaries for each 
area municipality in the Region. The Act also provider 
for the appointment by the Minister of Committees of 
Arbitration for the purpose of determining the disposition 
of assets, liabilities and reserve funds as at December 
31, 1973, together with a determination of any financial 
adjustments which may be necessary [Section 88(4)]. 


"The final determination made under subsection 4 shall 
be forwarded forthwith to the area municipalities concerned 
and to the Municipal Board, and unless the council of any 
such area municipality notifies the Municipal Board in 
writing within thirty days of the mailing of such determination 
to the area municipality that it objects to the determination

[Section 88(5)]. 


“The final determination of a disposition or an 
adjustment under this section shall set out the time within . 
which an appeal may be made to the Municipal Board with 
respect to such determination" [Section 88(6)]. 


Section 14 of the Municipal Act deals with "Alteration 


of Boundaries". Section 14,(2)(11)(a) reads as follows: "The 


Municipel Board may, by any order made pursuant to an appli- 

cation under this section or by a subsequent order or orders. 
"(a) make all such adjustments of assets and 
liabilities as between the municipalit- 


ies, including counties, affected by any 
such order as may be agreed _ or, in

By letter dated November 4, 1974, the Chairman of the 
Committee of Arbitrators for the former Town of Oakville, sent 
the final report as required by Section 88(5) quoted above to 
the Ontario Municipal Board and to the heads of council of all 
municipalities concerned, setting out that the final date of 
appeal to the report was December 3, 1974. 


On December 3, 1974, the Town of Milton sent its Notice 
of Appeal to the Ontario Municipal Board by registered mail, 
enclosing a certified copy of the resolution of council dated 
December 2, 1974, authorizing the appeal to the Board. 


At the commencement of the hearing on January 6, 1976, 
counsel for the Town of Oakville made two preliminary motions. 


The first motion was regarding the jurisdiction of the Board. 
It was the submission of counsel that the Act does not set out 


the ground rules respecting the powers of the Board. The L 
Board after considering this submission and argument of s. 
counsel, determined that it had sufficient guidance in the 
legislation to proceed with the hearing. 


The second motion was whether the notice as expressed 
in Section 88(5) of the Act was received on time, The Board 
reserved its decision on this matter and proceeded to hear 


the matter on its merits. 


After due consideration the Board finds that it has 
jurisdiction and that Section 88(5) has been complied with. 


By virtue of the Act the Town of Milton acquired a 
large part of the Township of Nassagaweya, a portion of the 
Township of Esquesing, a part of the Town of Oakville and 
part of the Town of Burlington. The boundaries of the former 
Town of Milton and the present boundaries are well illustrated 
on Exhibit 2, filed. 


The issues at this hearing relate to the disposition 
of assets and liabilities and financial adjustments as between 
the Town of Milton and the Town of Oakville. That part of 
the former Town of Oakville which was acquired by the Town 
of Milton was essentially the north portion of the former 
Town and approximates what is now known as Ward I of the Town 
of Milton. It is in this area that are situated the following 
parks and recreation facilities: Drumquin Park which has an 
area of 115.26 acres, Pine Ridge Camp with an area of 6.45 
acres, Henderson Park with an area of 11.78 acres, Omagh Park 
with 3.32 acres and Boyne Community Centre with 4.2 acres. 
Henderson Park and Pine Ridge Camp are contiguous and were 
said to be used together although there was some difficulty 
of such use due to a difference in grade. The latter two 
parks are situated on the south boundary between the new Towns 
of Milton and Oakville.

Dealing first with the valuation of road equipment, the 
evidence indicates that this equipment was valued by the 
arbitratior. committee by deducting an average depreciation 
factor of 80 per cent from the total original cost (shown 
on Exhibit 6, filed). The total original cost was calculated 
by the committee to be $682,835.00 and the depreciation at 
80 per cent of $546,268.00 resulting in a net value for 
financial adjustment of $136,567.00. The evidence indicated 
that there was an error and counsel agreed that the total of 
the original cost of road equipment was $600,635.00. Deduct- 
ing depreciation of 80 per cent which amounts to $480,668.00, 
the net sum to be adjusted would be $120,167.00. 


It was the argument of counsel for the Town of Milton 
that deducting 80 per cent for depreciation did not reflect 
a proper value for the road equipment and that a more 
realistic approach was to find the market value of this equip- 
ment which he said was readily available. To this end evidence 
was given by a qualified appraiser of road equipment as to the 
market value of the subject equipment. This is shown on Exhibit 
7, filed, and amounts to a net appraised value of $253,850.00. 


The Board agrees that the market value of the equipment 
provides a more equitable and reasonable method for making 
the financial adjustment and accepts the appraisal as given 
by the appellant municipality's witness. 


e* 


It was argued by counse) for the respondent munici-~ SA 
pality that since the municipality receives a 50 per cent 
subsidy from the ministry on a designated hourly rental rate 
for use of this equipment, that the above value should be 
reduced by 50 per cent. The Board is not satisfied that 
this method is reasonable. The municipality will reccive 
market value either from a direct sale of the equipment or 
as a result of a trade-in on the purchase of new equipment. 


There was some argument as to the percentage of 1.5 
per cent which was applied as the share to be charged against 
the Town of Milton. This is a combined percentage computed 
by taking an average of the percentage of miles of road and 
the local assessment. No issue was taken respecting this 
percentage. Accordingly, the decision of the Board is that 
11.45 per cent will be applied to the market value of road 
equipment ($253,850.00) to produce a figure of $29,065.82 
which rounded to the nearest dollar is $29,066.00. This 
produces an increase to the credit of the Town of Milton 
of $13,429.00 (taken to the nearest dollar). 


The second group of items at issue is the adjustment 
with reference to the following current and long term 
liabilities: 


(a) Bronte Hall 7,800 
(b) Roadways and Bridges 207, 586 
(c) Morrison-Wedgewood Diversion 4,74,,000 
(a) Contingent Liability 207,000 


The Committee of Arbitrators applied to items (a), (c) 
and (d) a percentage of 3.51 which is the percentage of 
assessment of the Town of Milton in relation to the total 
assessment of the three municipalities, the Towns of Milton and 
Halton Hills and the City of Mississauga. For item (b), long 
term liabilities for Roadways and Bridges, the Committee used 1.755 
per cent, one-half of the 3/51 per cent. The reasoning for this was 


* 
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snid to be that because a subsidy of 50 per cent is 
received for such works, the percentage should accordingly 
be reduced by 50 per cent. 


The Board does not agree with this approach. It is 
the total liability which is payable and the ratepayers 
assessed will be required to pay for the whole amount of 
the liability. The Board is of the opinion that the 3.51 
percentage should be applied to each of the long term 
liabilities in the four items listed above, 


Bronte Hall was originally in the ownership of the 
Village of sronte with the corresponding debenture debt. 
The Village was later absorbed by the Township of Trafalgar 
which sold the Hall to the Legion with the liability remain- 
ing to the municipality. There was no evidence indicating how the 
proceeds of the sale of this property were handled by the 
municipality. When the Town of Oakville acquired Trafalgar 
Township, the liability for Bronte Hall was also acquired. 
It is the argument of counsel for the Town of Milton that 
they have their own Legion Hall, that Bronte Hall is not 
in the ownership of the Town and that the Town of Milton 
should not be required to bear any of this liability. For 
the reason given below, the Board does not agree. 


The contingent liability shown in the amount of 
$207,000.00, referred to a dispute between the Town of 
Oakville and a developer. The Town of Oakville finally 
negotiated a settlement with the developer of $100,000.00 
in cash. Added to this were other expenditures which the 
Town would have to make as a result of this negotiated price 
and because they had not had the advantage of a development 
agreement. The Committee of Arbitrators fixed the total 
amount payable at the above figure of $207,000.00. Counsel 
agreed that if a financial ‘adjustment was to be made it should 


bf 
be for that amount. However, counse] for the Town of 
Milton argued that they should not be required to share 


in this liability because it did not in any way benefit 
the Town, 7 


On the evidence adduced and argument of counsel, . 
the Board was not persuaded that any of the four groups 
of liabilities listed were not a proper charge against 
the Town of Milton. The Town of Oakville has lost that 
area taken over by the Town of Milton and should be re- 
imbursed to the extent of its corresponding loss of 
assessment. 


The last point at issue was with respect to Parks 

and Recreation Facilities. Under this heading on page 4 
of the Report (Exhibit 1) is the following: "With the 
exception of Pine Ridge Camp and Drumquin Park, the Com- 
mittee adopted a general policy that the ownership of all 
parks and recreation facilities and the responsibility for 
maintenance of these facilities will rest in the munici- 
pality in which they are located without financial adjust- 


ment." 


There was nothing in the Report to indicate the reason 
for the above exceptions. At the hearing the Board was advised 
that Pine Ridge Camp which lies in the Town of Milton was 
subject to a trust agreement which appeared to preclude a 
change of ownership and it was for this reason that Pine 
Ridge Camp was retained in the ownership of the Town of 
Oakville. 


Regarding Drumquin Park, conflicting evidence was 
adduced by the contesting parties attempting to show the 
relationship of park ownership to the ratios established in 
the respective Official Plans for each Town. Counsel for 
the Town of Oakville argued that a park of the size of 
Drumquin Park (115.26 acres) would be difficult and costly to 


acquire for the Town of Oakville, because it wos urbanized, +4 
whoroag jt would be not as difficult and not. an contly 

for the Town of Milton, Counse) for the Town of Milton 

argued that Drumquin Park was situated within the terri- 

torial boundaries of the new Town of Milton and that for 
administrative and planning purposes it would be more 

reasonable to have this park in the ownership of the Town ” 
of Milton. He was supported in this view by the planner 

of the Town of Milton. 


Counsel for the Town of Milton agreed that Pine 
Ridge Camp should be in the ownership of the Town of Oak- 
ville for two reasons. The first was because of the trust 
agreement referred to the above. The second was that Pine 
Ridge Camp is on the boundary between the two municipalities. 
He also suggested that Henderson Park which abuts Pine Ridge 
Camp and is used together with it should be in the owner- 
ship of the Town of Oakville, if the Board would decide to 
grant the ownership of Drumquin to the Town of Milton. 


On the evidence, the Board is of the opinion that the 
principle of ownership without financial adjustment as 
indicated in the Arbitrators' Report should apply to Drumquin 
Park and that the ownership of this Park should be in the 
Town of Milton. Because counsel for the Town of Milton agrees 
to the ownership of Henderson Park and Pine Ridge Camp being 
in the Town of Oakville, for the reasons advanced above, it 
is the decision of the Board that the latter two parks be 
left in the ownership of the new Town of Oakville and that 
all residents of the Town of Milton be allowed to use these 
facilities under the same conditions as the residents of the 
assuming municipality for a period of five years, as expressed 
in the Arbitrators’ Report. 


As determined in the Arbitrators' Report, Drumquin 
Park is to be maintained for park and recreational purposes

for a period of 20 years and to the extent that resident: in 
the new Town of Oakville, the Town of Halton Hills and ihe 
City oi Mississauga were using these facilities they are to 2 
be guaranteed the same rights and benefits as previously 
enjoyed by all residents of the Town of Oakville. 
The reporting costs of these proceedings are to te 
shared equally by two municipalities.

1. Council in May 1975 approved a suggested policy that the City 
require a 5% cash in lieu dedication where industrial develop- 
ment is taking place in Mississauga. 


2. The City has the power to require such a dedication under Section 33 
of The Planning Act. 


3. Peterborough and the individual municipalities within the Region 
to Durham also adhere to this practice. 


4. To date this policy has generated $212,143 in revenue to the City, 
which may not appear to be substantial, but it did represent 35% 
of the total 5% Land Dedication fees collected in 1975. 


5. There has been a decrease in the growth of industrial assessment 
in Mississauga in 1975 of 48% from $62.8 million in 1974 to 
$32.7 million in 1975. This decline is not connected in any sig- 
nificant way to the imposition of this levy. From discussions 
with Mr. B. Mosley, Regional Peel Industrial Commission; Mr. A. 
Willson, General Manager, Toronto Industrial Board, and Mr. A 
Franks, Building Standards Manager of the City, the following 
factors have caused this decline: 


a) The national economic perspective was gloomy and many 
capital investors had adopted a "wait and see" philosophy 
regarding new capital investment. 


b) While demand for industrial facilities fell, according to 
A.E. LePage, the supply of industrial floor space for sale 
or lease in the Metro Toronto area and the three surrounding 
regions of Peel, Durham and York greatly increased in 1975 
to a high of 21 million square feet. This oversupply was 
higher than that experienced at any time in the last 5 years.

c) The surplus of industrial space is most pronounced in the 


rental or leasehold market: 


62% of the total inventory of 


available space is for lease, 27% of this space, or 3.8 million 
square feet, is available in Peel. 


The levy results only from a division or subdivision of industrial 
land. Until the economy improves and the surplus of vacant space 
is significantly reduced, there is not likely to be an increase 


in activity in this area in 1976.

We would like to propose a City Beautification Committee and 
awards program for your consideration. 


As we see it, the committee would have two functions -- to 
recommend to council improvements to the city's trees and parks 
and administer an awards program for residential, commercial 
and industrial properties. 


The Times' involvement would be to: promote the awards program 
i) through our media and others; finance the cost of promotion 
through advertising and assume the costs of judging and awards. 


The City of Hamilton has been running a similar program for 
several years. Here is a summary of their Trillium awards. 


1. A civic Beautification Committee is responsible for the 
program. The committee has 16 members from the following 
groups: 


- Two Hamilton Horticultural Societies 
- Garden Clubs 

- Hamilton Real Estate Board 

- Local Association of Architects 

- Municipal Government 

- Private Citizens 


2. The civic Beautification Committee holds monthly meetings 
and recommends to the Municipality methods of improvement 
with respect to the city's trees, gardens, etc. In addition, 
the Committee is responsible for the administration of the 
Trillium awards. 


3. The impetus and guiding light behind Hamilton's award program 1 
is the City Arborist - Mr. H. Rumble. He is on the Beautifi- 
cation Committee. Without the strong support from the 
Load Municipality and the media, the program could have floundered.

The most important aspect to the program's success is the 
support given by the local Horticultural Societies and 
Garden Clubs. These groups provide the judges. 


The judges are not paid but do receive a $5 gas allowance. 
It is important that the judges are given strong backing 
by the Committee, otherwise they tend to lose interest. 


In 1975, there were 48 judges in Hamilton and each judge 
visited approximately 15 residences (the optimum). Judging 
took place between August 12 - August 24. 


One problem the judges have is locating the residences that 
have been nominated and it is a good idea to supply each 
judge with a map. 


Residences, Industries, and Commercial establishments are 
eligible for an award. On average, they give only 2 
Industrial awards and 6 commercial awards. 


Hamilton has a budget of $2,000 for advertising and $2,500 
for judging and the awards. 


In the fall, if the budget permits, a party is held for the 
award winners at which a prominent horticulturist is asked 
to speak. 


To be eligible for an award, a residence is nominated by a 
neighbour. The garden is judged as seen from the city 
street (back yards not eligible). A judging card is attached. 


Judges may nominate a residence by themselves, if, in their 
opinion the residence is eligible for an award. If they do 
nominate a property, it must be cleared by the co-ordinator 
to reduce the possibility of duplication. 


The award that is presented is a lawn ornament in the form 

of a metal trillium. The awards have been in oneration for 

12 years and is as much sought after today as at its inception. 
Senior citizens constitute the majority of recipients. 


As the program duplicates some of the aspects of Save Our Trees 
and Streams (SOTAS) certificate program of merit this past summer, 
The Times has contacted SOTAS and received agreement in principle 
that the group would participate in a city program. 


We feel it would be appropriate to have SOTAS members on the 
committee and also to consider awards on an environmental as well 


as aesthetic basis.

In summary, we feel the committee and awards program has much 
merit in that it provides a forum for concern about the appearance 
of the city and honors those making efforts to brighten the face 
of Mississauga.

such a manner that the stretcher may be carried in an extended 
position parallel to the elevator floor; and 
THAT this resolution be forwarded to all Cities in the 
Province of Ontario having a population of 50,000 or greater and 
to the Association of Municipalities of Ontario for consideration." 


The reason for this resolution being, that it was found 
that in many buildings the elevator(s) are not large enough to 
accommodate a stretcher when the patient is required to be kept 
flat. In these instances it was necessary that the patient be 
carried down stairs, not only was this hard on the stretcher 
bearers and patient, but time consuming when time was also most 
important. We are given to understand that when elevators are in- 
stalled in senior citizen buildings, it is a requirement of O.H.C, 
that the elevator be of at least a 2500 pound capacity, which will 
accommodate a stretcher. 


May we please be advised of your Council's decision.

RE: CITY OF MISSISSAUGA FINANCIAL AGREEMENT 


My firm, as you may be aware, performs legal work for many developers 

in the City of Mississauga and, as a consequence, is inevitably involved 
in obtaining releases, at the appropriate time, from certain obligations 
which a developer undertakes as a result of the subdivision process. 


At present, a developer enters into two Agreements with the Municipality 
and the Region, firstly, a Financial Agreement and secondly, an Engineer- 
ing Agreement. It was always my understanding that the purpose of having 
two Agreements was to separate the financial and engineering aspects for 
convenience in transferring clear title with respect to the property 
subdivided, by the device of having only the Financial Agreement registered 
on title whereby it could be presumably released with respect to any part 
of the subject property, by the payment of the financial obligations in 

the Financial Agreement. 


It is clear to the writer that the present Financial Agreement does not 
permit this simple method of release in that it includes in Paragraph 7 
the performance of certain engineering works in order to obtain a release. 


I understand the Municipality is considering a new form of Financial 
Agreement and I respectfully recommend that consideration be given to 
eliminating any reference to those matters which can be contained in the 
Engineering Agreement in order to simplify the process of transferring 
property within subdivision plans.

As you are aware we made application for approval 
of the Pinchin property for sanitary landfill purposes and in 
a normal course a date was set for a Hearing before the Environ- 
mental Hearing Board on January 15th, 1976. Solicitors for 
Mr. Gordon Oughtred and his companies and for Mr. John Switzer 
and his companies appeared in objection and asked for an adjourn- 
ment. The Hearing was adjourned to January 29th. On that date 
Mr. Switzer and his companies had retained the firm of Faskin 
and Calvin and Messrs. John Sopinka and John Campion appeared 
to object to the application and to ask for an adjournment. Mr. 
Ron Webb appeared for Mr. Oughtred and supported the objection 
and the application for adjournment.
